Mr. Spyros P. Skouras, Presi- 
dent of the 20th Century Fox 
Corporation, U.S.A., who is on 
a visit to India said, he wanted 
the film producers in India to 
make use of the Cinemascope 
system for their films and assured 
that his organisation would be 
ready to help them with any 
information they might require. 


He was speaking at a dinner 
got up in his honour by Sri 
S. S. Vasan, at Hotel Connemara 
on the 21st August, 1955, 


Mr. Vasan, welcoming the 
guest pointed out how Mr. 
Skouras Brothers went to 


America and made history in the 
motion picture industry. He 
said it was Mr. Skouras and his 
organisation that gave the lift 
to the movies again when the 
American film industry was 
faced with a severe problem 
arising out of the introduction 
of the television. Mr. Vasan 
requested Mr. Skouras to speak 
on the movies and their future 
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possibilities in his country and 
India. | 

Mr. Skouras, replying, said 
that Americans wanted to 
make available to India what- 
ever they had. “Please believe 
us, we are not  warlike", 
he added. Americans, he said, 
had dedicated themselves that 
the whole world should raise its 
standard and live happily and 
they had high expectations of 
the great part India would be 
playing among the nations of 
the world. 


He continuued that the 
Motion pictures industry played 
a great part as a medium of 
information ard which influen- 
ced the on-looker. To-day in the 
U.S A., he said, out of the 
23,350 theatres, 14,950 were 
equipped with Cinemascope and 
it was hoped shortly all the 
remaining theatres would be 
equipped. 


He observed that in spite of 
the great progress made by India 
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in various fields, they were at a 
standstill in regard to the motion 
picture industry There were 
only a little over 3,000 theatres 
for a population of 360 million 
people, while in Italy for 60 
million people they had 9,000 
theatres and in America they had 
23,000 theatres. They should 
realise the importance of the 
theatres which served as the grea- 
test medium and which could 
inspire the youth of India. He 
wanted the producers here to 
make every effort towards this 
end and assured the help of the 
American motion picture indus- 
try in building more theatres. 
Replying to a question put by 
Mr. Vasan, Mr. Skouras said 
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that Cinemascope was a technical 
advancement and technical 
advances would always enhance 
the subject matter put through 
the picture. 

He also observed that in 


America, the motion picture 
industry was greatly regarded and 
respected by the American 
people. 

Mr. Bilip Kumar expressed 
his tribute to the services render- 
ed by Mr. Skouras. 

Mr.  Vasan thanked Mr. 
Skouras for his speech and for 
his assurance to help the Indian 
film industry in technical advan- 
cement. 





Czechoslovakian Film Delegation to City 


“The main task of our delega- 
tion is to improve, broaden and 
deepen the co-operation between 
the Czechoslovakian and Indian 
Cinematography ", said Dr. 
Edward Hais, the Leader of the 
two man Film Delegation from 
Czechoslovakia. 


The occasion was a Press con- 
ference held on the 6th August, 
at Hotel Connemara, Madras. 


The delegation consisted of 
Dr. Edward Hais and Mr. Vaclay 
Zizka, both of the Cinemato- 
graphy Department of Czechos- 
lovakia. 


The members of the delega- 
tion had a very busy time in the 
City during their stay of five 
days, visited some studios 
and other places of interest. A 
show of three of their films, a 


historical comedy, a puppet film 
and a ballet was given at 
Midland on the 9th August. 


It is understood they are 
interested in purchase of Indian 
films on barter basis (ie) in 
exchange for their films. 


Speaking on the condition and 
progress of the film trade in 
their country, Dr. Hais said: 
that they produce annually 20 
feature films and 150 shorts. 
There are about 3,500 theatres. 
There are 3 feature film studios, 
having about 15 stages. They 
take three months to a year for 
completion of a picture. A 
picture costs from 1 to 3 million 
rupees.” Twenty to forty copies 
of every picture are being taken. 
The industry in that country has 
been nationalised since 10 years. 
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The maximum run of a picture 
is from 12 to 14 weeks. Special 
films for children are also being 
produced. There is an institu- 
tion called the Film Council 
composed of actors, dramatists, 
film critics, composers etc, and 
personnel employed by the State 
who scrutinise the story, select it 
and write the script for the same. 
They produce, historical, comedy 
and various types of films. 
Speaking on Indian films he 
said their reaction to the Indian 
music and films so far is 
good. The Indian picture he 
Observed can favourably compare 
with any other foreign film 
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imported there. Films from other 
countries (excepting America) 
numbering about 100 are being 
imported every year. Since the 
terms offered by the American 
film trade were not on an equal 
footing thew product was not 
acceptable to the Czechoslovakia. 
Almost all screen artistes are 
stage actors and they are paid 
remuneration at the rate fixed 
for as per number of “shooting” 
days. There ıs no separate tax 
as Entertainment tax on films 
there.

Vista Vision double-frame photo- 
graphy and projection were 
introduced ; thousands of addi- 
tional theatres installed larger 
Screens; many new drive-in 
theatres were constructed, and 
many of the older ones replaced 
small-screen towers with much 
larger ones. Sterophonic sound 
installations were installed by 
the thousands; the Perspecta 


sound installations were installed 
by the thousands ; the Perspecta 
sound stereophonic system was 
introduced both here and 
abroad. Theatres installed larger 
lamphouses, better lenses and 
improved screens. 

New processing laboratories 
were being installed in many 
places and nearly all color 
pictures were being photographed 
on integral tripack emulsions.

Sanitary Conveniences in 

Cinemas : 


The variance in the scale of 
sanitary conveniences to be pro- 
vided in cinema theatres, as 
between the City and the mofussil 
has been for some time a matter 
of representation. Now the 
Government of Madras have in 
their G.O.No. 774 (Health) dated 
6th June, 1955 amended the 
Appendix I under P. P. R. Act so 
as to bring the scale obtaining in 
mofussil in line with the City, 
only in respect of water closets: 


The order reads: The Govern- 
ment have decided to amend the 
Appendix I to the Places of 
Public Resort Rules after exami- 
ning the representations received 
from the South Indian Film 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
Trichy-Tánjore Exhibitors’ Asso- 
ciation about the difference in 
the scale of sanitary conveniences 
to be provided in cinema theatres 
in the mofussil and in the City 
with reference to the provisions 
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in the rules under the Madras 
Places of Public Resort Act and 
Madras City Police Act. As 
regards the amendment of the 
rules issued under the Madras 
City Police Act, separate orders 
will be issued by Government in 
the Home Department,

New Electricity Tariffs in Andhra: 


The Government of Andhra 
have consequent to representa- 
tions from various quarters, 
decided to revise the electricity 
tariffs now in force as follows:

Under Rule 27-B. of the 
Cinematograph (Censorship)

every picture will expire at the 
end of five year period. Therefore 
pictures which had Been censored 
in the year 1950 and prior thereto 
are to be recertified as a condition 
precedent for their continued 
screening. In particular the 
producers of the following 
pictures of South Indian languages 
are to take steps to see that their 
pictures are recertified under the 
rules before the date of expiry. 
Their application shall be in the

Film Federation of India : 


Among the decisions arrived 
at in the meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the Film Federa- 
tion of India held at Calcutta on 
3Ist. July, 55 were the following: 


M/s. Assam Motion Picture 
Association, Gauhati^was admit- 
ted as a member of the Federa- 
tion.

1. Should copyright be con- 
ferred on the Cinematograph 
film as a whole ?—The copyright 
must be conferred on the film as 
a whole. i 


2. Should Copyright in res- 
pect of the “Cinemtograph film"

has one? Copyright in sound 
track is already covered under 
Section 19(1) of the present Act. 


3. Is the present definition of 
‘Cinematograph’ adequate ? The 
present definition can be regarded 
as adequate. 


4. What should be the term 
of copyright in cinematograph 
films? Should the term commence 
from the date the film is made or 
from the date the film is exhibited 
in public'and why? 


The date of the Copyright 
must commence from.the date 
of the commencement of the 
production and the duration 
must be, in the case of individual 
producers-life time plus 25 years 
and in the case of registered 
bodies 35 years from the date of 
certification. 


Have you any other sugges- 
tions to make in regard to film 
Copyright ? 


5. The Producing Company 
or individual should be regarded 
as the first owner of the copy- 
right.

Show Tax Challenged in Madras: 


In the Madras High Court, 
His Lordship Mr. Justice P. 
Rajagopalan admitted to-day a 
petition for the issue of a writ 
of Ceritorari or any other 
writ" for a declaration that 
Section 4-A (1) of the Madras 
Entertainment Tax Act provid- 
ing for the levy of a ‘Show-Tax’ 
was unconstitutional and invalid. 


The petition is filed Mr. K. 
Viswanathan, Proprietor Chitra 
Talkies, Madras and the respon- 
dent is the State of Madras. 


The petitioner submitted that 
the conduct of cinematograph 
shows was a profession and the 
burden of show tax fell on his 
profession. Under Article 276 
of the Constitution the tax on 
a profession should not exceed 
Rs. 250/- per year. But the 
Show Tax came to Rs. 2,737-8-0 
annually. The petitioner there- 
fore submitted that the levy of 
the show tax infringed Article 14 
of the Constitution, being dis- 
criminatory in singling out this 
particular profession or business 
for taxation and being discrimi- 
natory in its incidence. 


His Lordship admitted 

petition and ordered notice. 
Messrs. K. Venkataramani,

Censor Rules Challenged : 


The Chief Justice and Mr. 
Justice A. S. Panchapakesa 


Ayyar at the High Court of 
Madras on 24th August, 1955 
reserved judgment in an applica- 
tion for the issue of an approp- 
riate writ challenging the legality 
of Rule 27-B of the Cinemato- 
graph (Censorship) Rules, 1951 
promulgated by the Government 
of India. (Vide page 9 of our 
August, '55 Journal.) 


Counsel for the petitioner, Mr. 
R. M. Seshadri explained that 
he wanted a direction to issue to 
the Regional Officer, Madras to 
forbear *him from taking any 
punitive steps against the run- 
ning of the picture Manthri- 
kumari by M/s. Modern Thea- 
tres Ltd., Salem, on the footing 
that the certificate of censorship 
granted previously had lost vali- 
dity. 


The Attorney General of India 
Mr. M. C. Setalvad, who appea- 
red for the Union of India 
stated that no relief was sought 
from the Union of India and it 
was not a necessary party to the 
case. 


Their Lordships directd that 
the Union of India might be left 
out as a party. 


The Attorney General stated 
that the Regional Officer in 
Madras acted only under the 
orders of the Central Board of 
Film Censors, Bombay and that 
Bombay was the proper forum 
where the application for the 
issue of a writ should have been 
instituted. 


When the Counsel for the 
petitioner submitted it might be 
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open to the Board to say that as 
the, proceedings in connexion 
with the picture were taken 
without any reference to it and 
taken by statutory rules, the 
proper place would be Madras 
and not Bombay, the Attorney 
General said the technical point 
about jurisdication would not 
be taken up in defence to any 
writ proceedings which might be 
instituted by the petitioners in 
the Bombay High Court.

Alleged Non-implementation of 
Award : 


JUDGMENT IN A REVISION 
PEIITION CASE 


Mr. Justice N. Somasundaram 
of the Madras High Court 
disposed of a criminal revision 
petition case arising out of an 
Industrial Award on 26th Aug. 
1955. 


The management of Messrs. 
Regal Talkies, Madras was pro- 
secuted for not implementing the 
award of the Industrial Tribunal 
passed in 1948 by Mr. K. S. 
Ramaswamy Sastriar in regard 
to the cinema theatres in Madras 
City. The proprietrix of the firm 
was found guilty for failing to 
implement the award and was 
fined by the Chief Presidency 
Magistrate, Madras. 

A criminal revision petition 
was preferred to the High Court 
against the above order. Argu- 
ments on the petition were heard 
on 26-8-1955 by Mr. Justice N. 
Somasundaram. 


The State prosecutor contend- 
ed that there was clear proof 
that the award was not imple- 
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mented and the accused was 
palpably guilty. 

Mr. R. M. Seshadri who 
appeared for the accused sub- 
mitted that before a person could 
be convicted for failing to obey 
an industrial award it should be 
shown that, that particular per- 
son was bound by the award. 
According to Sec. 18 of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, persons 
who are named as parties to the 
dispute and persons who are 
summoned as parties to the dis- 
pute are alone bound by -the 
award. Mr. R. M. Seshadri 
submitted that there was no 
proof whatever in this case of 
any service being effected on the 
management of M/s. Regal 
Talkies, by the Industrial Tri- 
bunal and in the absence of such 
a proof the award was not 
binding onthe said theatre and 
the management cannot be con- 
victed for failing to implement 
the award. 

His Lordship analyising the 
evidence observed that no posi- 
tive attempt was made to prove 
service and the statement of one 
witness that M/s. Regal Talkies 
was represented before the Indus- 
trial Tribunal was contradicted 
by the same witness in the other 
part of his deposition. In the 
circumstances. His Lordship held 
the conviction could not be con- 
firmed and quashed it. His Lord- 
ship also directed that the fine 
paid by the proprietrix should be 
refunded to her.

Award in Villupuram Sitaram 
Talkies Dispute : 
Sri M. Akhilandam Pillai, 
Industrial Tribunal, Madras has 
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passed the following award in 
the dispute between the workers 
and managements of Mjs. Sita- 
ram Talkies, Villupuram on 15th 
July, 1955 in I. D. No. 9 of 1950 
and the Government of Madras 
have in their order No. 2564 
Industries, Labour & Co-opera- 
tion* d/29-7-1955 directed that 
the award be published in 
the Fort St. George Gazette. 
(Vide pages 3 & 4 of Supplement 
to Part I d/10-8-1955) : 


The following points constitute 
the Award : 


I. The management is direc- 
ted to reinstate the workman 
Balakrishnan, with effect from 
Ist August, 1955 as ticket 
examiner without back wages 
for the prior period. He will 
have continuity of service for 
other purposes. 


2. The basic wage of chief 
ticket-collector, if there is any, 
ticket-collectors and watchman 
is raised to Rs. 26/- per month. 


3. In particular the basic 
pay of ticket-collectors, Abdul 
Mayeed, Annamalai and Devaraj 
is fixed at Rs. 32/- with effect 
from Ist February, 1955. The 
basic pay of four other ticket 
collectors is fixed at Rs. 26/- with 
effect from Ist February, 1955. 


4. The dearness allowance of 
all persons except those men- 
tioned in the next point is raised 
to a flat rate of Rs. 15/- with 
effect from Ist February, 1955. 


S. The pay as well'as dear- 
ness allowance of the office boy, 
sweeper, trolly boy and cartmen 
are not revised.

6. The management is direc- 
ted to pay 3 months basic wages 
as bonus to the workmen for the 
year 1952 and the latter are not 
entitled to it for the years 1951 
and 1953.

7. The financial condition 
of the company does not justify 
the framing of a gratuity scheme 
and it is not framed. Parties 
will bear their costs. The award 
wil take effect as above men- 
tioned from February, 1955. 

It is understood appeal is 
being filed by the parties.

Suit against Theatre: 


Mr. V. Pattabhiramaiya, 2nd 
Judge of the Court of Small 
Causes, Madras allowed a suit 
for damages brought by two 
members of the public against 
the management of a cinema 
theatre in the City. 


The case is that the plaintiffs 
purchased two 10 as. tickets and 
attended the 3-30 p.m. show in 
the theatre of the defendants on 
April, 24th, 1954. After some 
time they came out to buy 
refreshments and when they 
wanted to get into the theatre 
again they were refused admis- 
sion. The plaintiff's contention 
is that they were licensees entitled 
to the entertainment for which 
they had paid and that they were 
wrongfully refused admission 
and there is a breach of the. 
contract. 


The defendants  contended 
that the tickets issued were in the 
nature of licence subject to the 
rules of the theatre and that one 
of the rules was to the effect that 
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holders of As.10/. and As. 71 
tickets who went out of the 
theatre could not seek re-admis- 
sion. 


His Honour stated that the 
rule is that holders of tickets of 
certain denominations could not 
go out and therefore, if the 
plaintiffs wanted to go out of 
the theatre the management 
would have been justified in 
refusing them permission td go 
out. But in this case they were 
freely allowed to go out. The 
rule did not state that if they 
went out of the theatre in contra- 
vention of the rule they would 
not be allowed to come back. 
It was the duty of the licensee to 
apprise the licensees of the con- 
sequence of committing a breach 
of the rules. As this was not 
done His Honour held that the 
plaintiffs were entitled to 
re-admission and the refusal of 
the management to allow them 
inside was wrongful. The plain- 
tiffs were certainly entitled to the 
refund of the amount they paid. 
As regards damages, he said the 
ends of Justice can be met by 
award of nominal damages viz. 
Rs. 10/-.

Licence under P.P.R. Act: 


In the Madras High Court 
His Lordship Mr. Justice Raja- 
gopalan dismissed on 29-7-'55 
a petition preferred on behalf of 
A. P. Srinivasan for the issue of 
a writ of certiorari to quash the 
order dated 17th March, 1955 of 
the Collector and District Magis- 
trate, South Arcot refusing to 
grant the petitioner exemption 
under the provisions of the 
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Places of Public Resort Act, for 
the location of his touring 
cinema in Villupuram. 


The petitioner, proprietor of a 
touring cinema, obtained a 
licence from the Commissioner, 
Villupuram Municipal Council 
in 1952-53 under the P. P. R. 
Act to locate the touring cinema 
within municipal limits. His 
application for the issue of a 
fresh licence in 1954 for locating 
the cinema in the same place 
was refused by the Commissioner 
on the ground that the require- 
ments of Rule 18(a) of P. P. R. 
Act Rules were not satisfied. 
This rule provided .that no 
licence could be granted for the 
use of any temporary building 
for public resort or entertain- 
ment unless the building had on 
all its four sides an open space 
of not less than 50 yards in 
width. The proviso to this rule 
stated that the licensing autho- 
rity, with the sanction of the 
Sub-Divisional Magistrate might 
grant a license for any such place 
with an open space all round of 
not less than 20 yards in width. 
On appeal the Municipal Council 
directed the grant of the licence, 
but this direction could not be 
given effect to without the 
required exemption granted by 
the Sub-Divisional Magistrate, 
Tindivanam, who declined to 
grant the required exemption to 
the petitioner and an appeal 
against this order to the Collec- 
tor was also dismissed. The 
present writ application is to 
quash tlie order of the Collector. 


Dismissing the petition, His 
Lordship referred to the conten- 
tion that a licence had been 
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granted with the exemption pro- 
vided for by the proviso to the 
said Rule 18(a) in 1952-53 and 
that there was no justification 
for refusing the exemption with 
reference to the same place in 
the subsequent year. His Lord- 
ship held that the grant of 
exemption did not ensure for 
ever. It only applied to a parti- 
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cular licence. Of course one 
expected a Statutory Authority 
invested with discretion to exer- 
cise that discretion on @ reason- 
able and consistent basis. There 
was nothing on record to indicate 
that the refusal to grant exemp- 
tion in 1954 was based on any 
irrelevent considerations. The 
petition was therefore dismissed.

Foreign Trade 


Indo- Pakistan Film Trade : 


The Film Federation of India 
have communicated to its mem- 
bers a copy of the recommenda- 
tions made to the Indian and 
Pakistan Delegates during the 
negotiations in Karachi and 
invited the views of the trade. 


The recommendations are: 


(1) India should extend O. G. L. 
facilities ın regard to import of 
films from Pakistan without any 
restriction on remittances; (2) 
Imports of Indian films into 
Pakistan should be seperate for 
each of the two wings. Fast 
and West Pakistan as follows: 

(a) 25 Hindi and/or Urdu 
pictures in West Pakistan per 
year ; 

(b) 20 Hindi and / or Urdu 
pictures in East Pakistan plus 10 
pictures in Bengali per year. 


It is understood that the num- 
bers 25 and 30 as aforesaid shall 
include the pending licences. 


(3) That the remittances shall 
be subject to ceilings as follows : 


(a) for West Pakistan 
Rs. 1,00,000 (Pak.) 


(b) for East Pakistan 
Rs. 40,000 (Pak.) 


It is also understood that the 
basis of imports shall be either 
out-right sale or on rental basis 
subject to the ceilings above 
suggested. Where importers 
desire to import on out-right sale 
basis, the sale price shall be 
allowed to be remitted to India 


subject to the ceilings as afore 


said.

Remittances from Burma : 


The Government of Burma (a 
report dated 12th August 1955 
says) have decided to cut the 
family remittance of foreign 
workers in Burma from Rs. 40 
to Rs. 30a month. The regula- 
tions governing the sending of 
postal money orders will also be 
üghtened up, with effect from 
lst September, 1955. At present 
these workers send back to India 
and Pakistan a total sum of 
about Rs. 32 lakhs a month.

Award Committee Membership : 


In the course of a communi- 
cation dated 17th August, 1955 
addressed to the Ministry of 
Information and Broadcasting, 
the Film Federation of India has 
given its views on the revised 
procedure for selecting members 
of the Central and regional 
panels for the purpose of select- 
ing pictures for award of prizes. 

They say that in the scheme 
now envisaged by the Govern- 
ment representation on the com- 
mittee for trade organisations 
concerned has been dropped. 
Instead, it is proposed that Gov- 
ernment should select not exceed- 
ing three Qualified persons from 
the Industry for the Central and 
various Regional Committees. 
This is a departure in policy 
which the Federation Committee 
is unable to accept. It would be 
unfair to the Industry to be told 
that it will not have a'voice in 
the selection of persons, who 
will be associated with the 
-Awards Committees in its name, 


In the circumstances, it is sug- 
gested that no purpose will be 
served by members of film trade 
agreeing to serve on the com- 
mittees, even though they may 
be invited to serve on the com- 
mittee in their personal capacity.
